noted, 
and the remainder, $1009.66, cov­ 
ered the period from 
July 1 to 
Aug. 30. 
For the latter two-month

total, $5557.05. Difference in totals, 
$1009.66. 
It required two hours for 
Mr. 
Holloway to read the preliminary 
survey of the voluminous report. 
Attention of the court was called 
to some clerical errors and to de 


erning procedure in the collector’s 
office. 
For the yeai 1936, commissions 
of the office amounted to $6184.34. 
which with costs of $3934.48. gave 
the official a total of $10,118.82. 
For the same year, the law allow­ 
ed $6250, so that 
the 
expenses 
and commissions were in excess 
by $3868.82. 
However, the report 
cited an escrow 
agreement 
be­ 
tween Mr. Felker and the Bank 
of Sikeston. in which $3871.69 was 
placed in the bank for 1936 and 
$2511.25 for 1935 “until the ap­ 
pellate courts of the state could 
determine to whom it belongs.” 
Pursuing 
further, 
the 
report 
said: “The collector did not prove 
the annual charge as turned 
to 
him by the county clerk and it 
is recommended that this charge 
be proved each year as it 
is 
of 
vital importnace to the office. 
“Interest collected by the col­ 
lector for the school district was 
distributed to the capital school 
fund and apportioned to the var­ 
ious school districts on an enum­ 
eration basis rather than credited 
to each school district on a basis 
of the taxes and interest collected 
in that district.

Mission Free School of St. LouB 
Before the era of public relief 
and free public education 
there 
was organized in St. Louis under 
the auspices 
of 
the 
U nitarian 
church and its learned and p h ila n ­ 
thropic 
minister, 
Dr. 
William 
Grecnleaf, Eliot, w hat is said to 
have been the first free protest- 
an t school for schildren of school 
age west of the Mississippi river. 
T he institution has existed 
con­ 
tinuously since 1841, 
w hen 
an 
em bryo 
organization 
that 
was 
holding classes in the basem ent of 
the U nitarian church w-a.s 
given 
definite and perm anent form. 
In 
1856 the school was enlarged and 
on Ja n u a ry 30, 1863, it was 
in ­ 
corporated as the 
Mission 
Free 
School of St. Louis. 
Dr. William Grecnleaf Eliot, the 
founder of the school, was born 
md educated in New England and 
was alm ost as determ ined a 
re ­ 
form er 
as 
his 
contem porary, 
Horace Mann. 
Shortly after his 
arrival in St. Louis someone w rit­ 
ing for the Republican com plain­ 
ed about the large 
n u m b er 
of 
"bad Boys" in the city and asked, 
“ Where are our houses of refuge?” 
Dr. Eliot in his 
reply 
inquired 
“ W here are our public Schools?” 
Five or 
six 
thousand 
children 
roaming the streets 
because 
of 
lack of educational facilities were, 
in his estimation, a challenge to 
the substantial 
citizens 
of 
St. 
Louis. 
An effort was 
m ade 
to 
meet the situation by the o rg an ­ 
ization of a day school in the base­ 
m ent 
of 
the 
First 
U nitarian 
Church of the Messiah, situated at 
the corner of Fourth 
and 
Pine 
streets. 
It was a free school for 
children of school age 
and 
the 
teacher’s salary was paid by the 
church. 
Besides 
the 
ordinary 
branches of common school e d u ­ 
cation sewing was taught to the 
girls and industrial training, which 
seems to have been largely 
ca r­ 
pentering. wa. offered for boys. 
In 1856 the school was en larg ­ 
ed and moved to newly purchased 
quarters on Eighth street, between 
Locust and St. Charles. 
Dr. Eliot 
writing on December 9, 1859, gave 
a com prehensive statem ent of the 
object and activities of the 
m is­ 
sion school. “ Its special design is 
to rescue children and young p er­ 
sons from vice and beggary, 
to 
educate them, and find for 
them 
perm anent homes. 
It also gives 
shelter and relief to homeless p er­ 
sons so far it can. Last night there 
were 
tw enty-seven 
women 
and 
children thus 
housed 
and 
fed. 
There are at this time, 
also, 
a 
hundred children in the industrial 
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school, which is a prom inent fea­ 
ture of the Mission 
House. , . A 
large num ber of daily applications 
(on W ednesday there w ere sixty) 
are now sent aw ay 
unrelieved.” 
He gave the monthly expenditure 
as over $500.00. 
The Mission Free School became 
the center of 
organized 
charity 
and active philantrophy, and be­ 
gan to be regarded, in the absence 
of any public system of 
relief, 
almost as a public city institution. 
The mayor, police and other city 
officials sent children and desti­ 
tute persons there for care. 
On Ja n u a ry 30, 1863, the Mis­ 
sion Free School of St. Louis was 
incorporated. The act defined and 
gave its purpose as the, “ reclaim ­ 
ing and teaching of habits of in­ 
dustry to 
orphan 
children 
and 
children of depraved and 
desti­ 
tute parents, and for o th er charit- 
able objects.” Section 
three 
of 
the charter gave 
the 
board 
of 
m anagers “p aren tal” powers over 
the personal conduct and educa­ 
tion of all children intrusted 
to 
the care of the institution; they 
were to receive and care for o r­ 
phan children and also to accept 
in writing the surrender of child­ 
ren by parents. 
T he board 
was 
given pow er to bind out all such 
children, if girls until they arrived 
at the age of eighteen years, 
or 
boys until they arrived at the age 
of tw enty-one. 
In 1881 the school was enlarged 
and located on Ninth and 
Wash 
Streets. 
T he average daily 
a t­ 
tendance of the school in 1892 was 
forty-three. 
All the children in 
the home old enough 
to 
be 
in 
school attended and from fifteen 
to tw enty-five from outside w ere 
also taught and given a hot din­ 
ner. 
T h e 
expenditure 
of 
the 
<ehool was over $4000. 
In 
1909 
the num ber of children 
entering 
and leaving the institution

about 500. 
Evidently the most of 
these w ere there for a short tim e 
while the family was 
adjusting 
itself to 
emergencies.

I came here with 


the impression—which 1 think is 
rather universal, that the 
Ha­ 
waiian was inferior to

so- 
called white m an—This is 
most 
assuredly not the case. They are a 
proud, affable, kindly and gener- j 
ous people, who place education, 
gentleness 
and 
hospitality 
f a r 1 
above material wealth—The white . 
people who live here, hold them in 
high esteem, and treat them 
as 
equals in every sense of the word. 
When I witnessed the 
reception 
they gave us, I was ashamed of 
the judgment I had passed. It is | 
true they are not aggressive as the 
American business man uses the 
term. But it is not the ability or 
the efficiency they lack, it is the 
desire for wealth they lack. Music, 
flowers the beauties of nature, are 
far more precious and more im­ 
portant to them than 
gold. 
In 
short, then, I have nothing 
but 
praise for this wonderful land and 
the people who inhabit it. I have 
taken many snap-shots which I 
shall take pleasure in showing to 
you.

It will be a real

Child Aid Needed 
Indeed the fact that the federal 
government meets half of the total 
sums expended by the states for 
Old Age Assistance but only one- 
third for Aid to Dependent Child­ 
ren tends to lead 
state 
legisla­ 
tures to slight the latter. 
From the standpoint of the wel­ 
fare of the people of the country 
no form of assistance is more im­ 
portant than Aid to 
Dependent 
Children, 
because 
dependent 
children have a long time to live 
—a long time in which to be or 
not to be useful citizens. 
The assistance needed by 
the 
chilctren may be provided either 
through direct relief or 
through 
Aid to Dependent Children. One 
of the advantages of the latter is 
that a third of its cost is borne by 
the federal government, while the 
State bears the entire cost of di­ 
rect relief. 
Federal Aid Essential 
An increase in the federal con­ 
tribution for Aid 
to 
Dependent 
Children from one-third to 
one- 
half of the total 
would 
be 
of 
great help to Missouri in meeting 
its relief needs in view 
of 
the 
inadequacy of the 
present 
state 
appropriation for direct relief. 
The total amount of the federal 
grants to the states 
from 
Feb­ 
ruary, 1936, through October, 1937, 
(twenty-one months) was 
about 
$26,000,000. 
Thus it is 
probable 
that the increase required in fed­ 
eral appropriations, if the Federal 
government were to meet half the 
expense 
instead 
of 
one-third, 
would not be very great. 
Because of such facts consider­ 
able sentiment in various parts of 
the nation has manifested itself 
in favor of increasing the federal 
contribution for Aid to 
Depend­ 
ent Children.
